General notes on scoring: 


Scoring all of the scenarios involves a certain amount of guess work and 
assumptions about how the global system operates. However, except for this scenario, 
the others assume that the existing global financial architecture is in place, creating a 
particular set of opportunities and constraints. Hence, one can guess with some 
confidence, how investors looking at probable company performance in the next three to 
five years will react to the seizing of the company’s assets without compensation or to the 
company’s obtaining a large and highly lucrative new contract for its product. 


In this scenario, however, where one is dealing with changes in the existing global 
architecture, it is much more difficult to guess at how various indicators will be affected. 
First, there is the issue of short term versus long term effects. Our scoring is based on 
something intermediate — again, in the three to five year range. Some actions will cause 
immediate economic disruption but once an adjustment has been made, there may often 
be positive effects. 


Nevertheless, it is much more difficult to know what to take for granted in a world 
in which sometimes quite radical proposals are adopted. It is hard to imagine, for 
example, replacing the WTO with Regional Trading Blocs without assuming other 
changes in the policies and practices of the countries of the Global North. The scores we 
assign, inevitably, depend on what is being assumed about these other conditions. We 
have included footnotes attempting to make our assumptions explicit as much as possible, 
allowing the coordinators to make other assumptions that they consider more plausible. 


Our scoring system is also designed to reflect strongly the differences between 
teams acting in isolation versus acting in concert with others. Retaliatory actions, for 
example, may have dire consequences if directed at one team but are sometimes difficult 
or impossible to carry out if directed at multiple teams. The model assumes that the 
relative power of a single team increases exponentially by acting collectively. 


The most creative use of the scoring system is to share cases of doubt with the 
participants, engaging them directly in the discussion of how a given team’s indicators 
are likely to be affected by actions of other teams and by which proposals are adopted. 
This is a useful strategy for all of the scenarios but is particularly appropriate for the 
Capstone Case with participants who have already become experts themselves by virtue 
of dealing with the issues in the other scenarios.

Success Indicators: 

External Investor Support (EIS): This begins at 100 and is raised by actions 
that increase the confidence of the international financial community in the reliability of 
investments in and the repayment of their loans by Plantanoguay and is lowered by 
actions that decrease the confidence of the international financial community. 

Popular Support (PS): This begins at 100 and is raised by actions that increase 
support for the new government and is lowered by actions that reduce the support and 
strengthen the opposition parties. 

Equality Index (EI): This begins at 100 and is raised by actions that redistribute 
wealth from the richest families to the middle and poorer segments of the population and 
is decreased by actions that increase the relative wealth of the richest families. 

Health Index (HI): This begins at 100 and is raised by actions that remove or 
limit environmental hazards and health risks and is lowered by actions that create 
additional hazards and health risks.
